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1. Claims 5-28, 34-38, 42-49 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected groups of invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made with traverse in Paper No. 10. However, since there were no 
argument regarding traversing the restriction requirement being presented, the applicant's 
response is hereby considered as election without traverse. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1-4, 29-33, 39-41 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by WANG 
et al. in U.S. Patent No. 6,161,134 or SCHUSTER et al. in U.S. Patent No. 6,446,127. 

By interpreting the Ethernet phones as the claimed data newtwork telephones, the 
Information Appliance (e.g. PDA) as the claimed call service provider, and the Router, Gateway 
Server, Gatekeeper and Directory Server as the claimed service proxy, WANG et al. discloses a 
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network intelligence for a data network, for setting up services between the data sources and data 
network telephones (see col. 1, line 66 to col. 6, line 53, col. 8, line 56 to col. 19, line 16) as in 
claims 1-4, 29-33,39-41. 

Similarly, by interpreting the SIP phones as the claimed data newtwork telephones, the 
PID as the claimed call service provider, and the Router and Connection Server as the claimed 
service proxy, SCHUSTER et al. also discloses a network intelligence for a data network, for 
setting up services between the data sources and data network telephones (see col. 3, line 53 to 
col. 4, line 67, col. 6, line 30 to col. 12, line 58) as in claims 1-4, 29-33, 39-41. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Wheeler, Jr., Cheston, III et al. and Huotari et al. are all cited to show the common 
feature of network intelligence for providing services between the customer premises equipments 
and data network similar to the claimed invention.
